The former (Davis) tells Lee that 
he has been endeavoring'to raise .a militia 
foice, aud bate such force concentrated at 
Winchester, and to operate with him (te«'. 
" He regrets to state, however, that after 


urging the matter for the last month, tie is 
unable to-mnster more than 300 men, and 
that be fears that the attempt to BO assist 
him will have to be abandoned."

LeetoDnvis, sava, "That, ao far, my 


prospects are not cheering. 'I can barely 
seize enough to sustain life, while the Yan- 
kees have so largely and rapidly concentra- 
ted, and are ao harrassing me, that I am 
fearful I shall have to abandon tbe stale, 
and as well this present movement." 


Other letters were captured, some depre- 


cating this movement north, and state that 
they never expect to get back alive, and 
tell their friends that, in case they don't, 
what.to do with their different descriptions 
of property, while many assert! that they 
mean to desert at the first favorable oppor- 
tunity.

STATE MILITIA—COME r.v OUT or TIIK 


DIIAKT.—Under the law of last session, 
three regiments ot state militia are to be 
organized for service .within tbe state i 
needed. 
The act in question L-ovides that 


three regiments eball be raised from volun 
leers, provided they are filled by the first 
of tbe present month, after which time the 
governor may order a draft to fill them up 
We understand that there are now 20 fall 
companies organized, and six more in 
course of organization. The latter, it is 
expected, will be full within a short time, 
and the governor desires that the four re- 
maining companies should be in the same 
manner formed by the voluntary action ol 
the people, and the necessity of a draft thus 
obviated. lie is therefore disposed to wait 
a reasonable length oi time before directing 
a draft to be made. There can hardly be 
a donbt but there is sufficient public spirit 
to respond promptly to the call thus made 
upon them. These companies are only in- 
tended as a force to be employed in case it 
should be necessary for the preservation of 
order nnd tho enforcement of the laws with- 
n the limits of the state. On several oc- 
casions nlrcady it has been found necessa- 
ry, in order to prevent the effusion of blood 
and the triumph of mob violence, to em- 
jloy military force. It is only fitting that 
.he stiite should adopt means to suppress 
such outbreaks herself within her own bor- 
ders, nnd uot call upon the general govern- 
ment to employ tbe troops raised to aup- 
)res8 the rebellion at tho south for such 
mrposea, \Vc trust that no occasion owy 
lereufter arise when such services will bo 
necessary, but it is nevertheless the part of 
wisdom to be ready to meet every emergen- 
cy of the kind. Let the organization of 
tate military companies then be hurried 
ip, and the quota of three regiments filled 
>y voluntary enlistments.—Madison Jour.

The Milwaukee Sentinel attributes to us 


the idea that tbe federal army is now en- 
gaged in settling the question of the en- 
croachments of slavery. From this it ar- 
gues that aa the republican party had ita 
origin in opposition to slavery " it has no 
particular mission in this emergency*"— 
The Sentinel, although pretending, at 
times, to b« a republican organ, pro claims 
its willingness to destroy the party organi 
zation, and adopt some other, it is not very 
particular what, so that it nominates a tick- 
et with as few republicans upon it as pos- 
sible, who have been prominent in their 
advocacy of the centra! idea of the repub- 
lican organization—opposition to the en- 
croachments of slavery. 


We have never held that the army is en- 


gaged in settling the question of slavery. 
We said that a Union party would l>e val- 
ueless, because the Union is to b« saved, 
cot by political parties, but by the valor of 
our troops. 


But if the Sentinel supposes that the 


question of slavery is to be settled by this 
war, we think it is entirely mistaken.— 
When the war is over, if ended during Mr. 
Lincoln's term, there will 
immediately 


arise momentous questions for the consid- 
eration of the people, growing out of the 
condition of the slaves liberated by the war, 
and of those left still in bondage in the 
border states. Tbe validity of the procla- 
mation of emancipation will be contested 
by tbe pro-slavery democratic party, north 
•ad south, and the freedom of even those 
•laves who have fought in our ranks, or 
who bave been employed in the service of 
our armies, will be denied. We apprehend 
that if the war should be immediately 
brought to a close, the slaveholders would 
ba more exacting than ever in their 
demands for protection to their institution; 
and from the temper of tbe democratic 
party it is apparent that the war has only 
prepared it to be still more willing to ser- 
vilely yield to all their demands. 


With these prospects before us it is far 


from tbe truth to say that the mission of 
the republican party is ended. Certainly, 
after all the sacrifices of lha country, in 
its moat precious blood, and in the immense 
expenditure of money, it ia not to be sup- 
posed the cause of tbe war—slavery—will 
be allowed to extend its power in this 
country. We are qnite lure that the re- 
publican party will be as much needed to 
•id in settling questions connected with 
slavery, after the war ai previous to it; 
perhaps more so, ai that question will be 
greatly intensified and complicated by the 
rebellion. 


We nre not willing to trust these matters 


with the Union party which certain con- 
servative republicans are anxious to form. 
The leaders of the movement are not very 
sound, their object being not Union, but a 
•anfiiing off of the anti-slavery men of tbe 
republican party, that they may bid higher 
for the pro-slavery southern vote than tbe 
democrats, after the rebellion ia suppressed. 


GKN. MEADE.—The Boston Journal's 


correspondent in the army of the Potomac 
writes: 


" General Meade is a Pennsylvanian, 


and came out as a brigade commander in 
the Pennsylvania Reserves. He command- 
ed a division at Antietam and in the first 
«tUck upon Frederickaburg. 
He com- 


manded tbe Oth corps at Ghancellorville. 
He is a tall, slim, gray-bearded man. He 
wears glasses, an old slouched hat, a blue 
blouse, with corduroy pants tucked into 
his long jack boots. lie is ungainly in 
looks and actions, plain of speech, familiar 
and free in conversation, when not occu- 
pied with business. He has tbe confidence 
of the President in a high degree." 


Gen. Meade is also stated to be a devout 


christain. 
This and the characteristics 


mentioned by the Journal, may make him 
the Stonewall Jackson of our army.

THE BATTliSO AT GETTYSBURG.

A.t 7 o'clock in tbe evening of June 28tb, 


Major General George G. Meade became 
commander of the Army of the Potomac. 
That same night he issued orders to the 
several corps to move, and on the following 
morning the army moved as if unconscious 
of the change of commanders. The army 
was encamped about Frederick, Maryland. 
The main portion was ordered to move in- 
to Pennsylvania, through Emmetuburg, 
where the firat, third and eleventh corps 
encamped Tuesday, The sixth was order- 
*ed to Carlisle. 'The second and twelfth 
were also near Satuottsburg. 
Early on 


Wednesday doming the first corps, com- 
manded by Llajor General Reynolds, and 
the eleventh, commanded by Major General 
Howard, were ordered to Gettysburg, where 
it was reported the enemy had taken posi- 
tion. 


The detachment was commanded by 


General Reynolds. 


The troops were pushed forward rapidly, 


and arrived at Gettysburg, on the Baltimore 
pike, at half paat ten o'clock in tho fore- 
noon. 


The first corps waa in the advance. 
The 


enemy's outposts were encountered in a 
wood west of the town, near tho seminary. 
General Wadswortb, who commanded the 
1st division, immediately engaged the ene- 
my in his front, and fought him for the 
wood. 


DEATH OK QEXEIUI, KKVrfOLUa. 


General Reynolds rode forward to inspect 


the ground and select a position for his line 
of battle. The enemy distinguishing htm 
aa well frorr. hia soldiery bearing as from 
his uniform to be an officer of high rank, 
opened upon him with heavy volleys of in- 
fantry fire. He was struck by several balls 
and died instantly without uttering a word. 
His acting adjutant general, Captain Bond, 
was at his aide and caught him in his Arms 
to prevent uia falling from his horae. 


This gallant oflicer, well and favorably 


known to the army and the country, never 
fought battles through orderlies and aids, 
bat always in person. Like Sumner, in 
battle be was at the head of his column to 
direct—and by hi* own example of per- 
sonal courage sustain his command when 
death reigned fearfully all around. 


That he was too rush will be alleged by 


many $ that he was a superior soldier ntid 
a brave man, is the testimony ot every one 
who knew him. 


He Jell fighting nobly for his country. 


Still more, Le died in the defense of hi3 na- 
tive state. No treason-breeding soil drank 
up hia blood, but all of him that was mor- 
tal is buried in the bosom of hia own native 
state. 


Major General DoubleJay succeeded to 


tbe command of the lirst corps, and vigor- 
ously continued tho operations commenced 
by Reyno'ds, Wadswortb bt'ing already en- 
gaged near the seminary weal of the town. 
Robinson's division formed on tho right nnd 
Doubleday'a division on the left of Wads- 
worth, and the whole line advanced through 
the woods, driving back tho enemy. Soon, 
however, solid masses of rebel troopa were 
seen coming up and taking position on the 
right and left flanks, and it wna evident that 
hot work was on hand. 


General Doubleday so distributed his 


forces as to bold a neck of woods on an 
eminence which wag the key to tlio position. 
He continued with desperate lighting to 
hold his ground until the eleventh corps 
arrived and came to hia relief.

General Howard then assumed command 
of tbe forces. 
One brigade from Stein- 


wehr's division was sent into tbe town to 
hold it. General Howard, seeing the vital

the commanding positions, directed Gen. 
Steinwehr to take his remaining brigade 
and the reserve artillery, place it on the 
cemetery bill, and to defend the bights. 


Tho divisions commanded by Schurz 


and Barlow were sent up to the immediate 
support of the first corps. The troops were 
led forward with the memory of Ghancellor- 
ville before them, and withndetertuiniition 
to retrieve their lost honor. Tho two divi- 
sions moved through the town and took a 
position on the right of the first corps, and 
fought desperately against Kwell'a corpa, 
which outnumbered them three to one.— 
The first and second charges wcro aloutly 
resisted by the eleventh corps on the right, 
but on came a third charge with four reg- 
ular lines for overlapping the littlo force 
on both flanks. 
The men still undaunted 


fought until both flanks were turned near 
half a mile. 


The force now opposed to the 1st and 


llth comprised tbe corps of A. P. Hill and 
Ewell, numbering over 00,000 men. Yet 
against this fearful odds the gallant band 
fought for houra, inflicting great slaughter 
on the enemy. 


Reynolds end Xook were dead, and Paul 


and Barlow wounded, and Schiramoli'eitnig 
a prisoner. Many field and line oilicers 
had beea lost and nearly half the men, he- 
fore the order was given to retire to the 
bights held by Steinwehr. 


Gen. Howard had carefully examined 


tbe topography of the surrounding coun- 
try. 
He knew that a very strong force of 


the enemy lay in the valley ; be fult, there- 
fore, that the holding of Cemetery Hill, 
which commanded the whole surrounding 
country, waa of the moat vital importance. 
Accordingly he took the responsibility of 
falling back southeast of the town, to the 
commanding bights on both sidea of the 
Baltimore pike. 


The troops retired in the face of an over- 


whelming foe with a commendable steadi- 
ness. At times there was a little waver- 
ing, but nothing even approaching a panic. 
The corps by their conduct on Wednesday 
and later in tho battle arc entitled to great 
commendation, and tho Chancelloraville 
disgrace is swallowed up by the achieve- 
ments of Gettysburg. 


Gen. Slocum with the 12th, and Sickles 


with the -'»J corps, came up and took posi- 
tion to the right and left of Howard, on 
the hills. 


During the battle in the afternoon, when 


hia troops were outnumbered and BO rely 
pressed, Gen. Howard sent to Slocum, who 
waa within five miles, to come to his relief. 
He sent a second time, but received no ro- 
ply. Gen. Howard then Bent his brother, 
Major Howard, to urge upon Gen. Slocum 
to come up in person if he would not send 
troops. Slocum replied that he did not 
wish to take the responsibility of the fight. 


In the meantime, however, he moved up 


his corps to be ready to aid in dofen.su of 
the higbts if necessary. 


Gen. Sickles on receiving Howard's re- 


quest, at once moved up rapidly, hut ow- 
ing to the great distance he was in the rear 
hia corps did not arrive until the second 
position had been taken. 


The enemy was not disposed to attempt 


the carrying of the highta, und here the 
battle ended. 


Two advantages were gained. The ene- 


my waa obliged to exhibit his strength and 
to commit himself to a position; nnd tbe 
commanding positions were ached and 
held by the national troops. 


During the night Gen. Meade and stall' 


came up to the front. The commanding 
general carefully examined the surround- 
ing country, and alter considering tbe loca- 
tions and positions in nil their a'rategical 
and tactical bearing, he approved of the 
position taken by Gen. Howard, und BO 
disposed bis forces on the several hills or 
"round tops" aud ridges, as to contract 
a battle line in tbe form of a crescent, with 
the center to the southwest from the ceme- 
tery. 


Tho bills present outcrops of sandstone 


rocks in ledges having a dip of from 20 to 
90 degrees ; these leilgea in many cases are 
full 20 feet high, and afford admirable shel- 
ter for troops. The slope of tho hills at 
places is moderate and regular, in some 
instances abrupt, and even sometimes pre- 
sents vertical rocky faces. 


The enemy was in a valley or on hills at 


a distance too great to be ot use for shelter. 
The roads on which the enemy would de- 
sire to marcE were commanded by Meade's 
guns, and hence Le? must fight with the 
hills against him. For once, then, in the 
history of the army of the Potomac, the 
enemy baa been compelled to give battle 
at a disadvantage. 


Ott Wednesday night all the troops but 


the sixth corps, commanded by General 
Sedgwick, arrived on the field. The vete- 
ran division, known as the Pennsylvania 
reserve corps, wasattaehed to the fun corps. 
The 2d Vermont brigade, nine months' 
men, were assigned to the 1st corpa. On 
Thursday morning the line was formed as 
follows : Slocum's corps on the right, How- 
ard joining on the left: Hancock's (Couch's), 
Newton's (Reynold's; and Sickles' corps 
in the centre ; and Sykea' (Meade'a) on 
the left. Numerically, commencing with 
the right, tho line waa formed of the 12tb, 
llth, 2d, 1st, 3d, and 5th corps. 


This was essentially the position during 


Thursday and Friday, though Gen. Meade 
did not fight his arm; by corpa. As the 
battle raged more fiercely here or there de- 
tachments of divisions or brigades were 
sent to support, and would remain till want- 
ed elsewhere. 


So admirably were the several resistances 


and onslaughts managed that whenever 
and wherever supporting columns were 
needed then and there they would be found 
in sufficient force to accomplish the object 
desired. 


All tho highta, and every advantageous 


position along the entire Hue where artillery 
could be massed or a battery planted, 
frowned down on the enemy through brows 
of brass and iron. 


There was no conceivable advance of 


approach that could not be raked and cross- 
ed with the artillery. Tho reserve artille- 
ry and all the essentials to insure vic- 
tory were in position at the right time. 
The immense cavalry force, too, for once, 
was present, covering both flanks of the 
army and continually harraasing the ene- 
my. This waa a new and an encouraging 
featurd that gave confidence to the men 
and security to the trains. 


There were no ghosts of stampeding 


corps or other scapegoats with horns fast 
in the bushes ready to bear away what- 
ever censure might bsfall one too weak to 
bear the burden of his own folly. These 
the cavalry prancing along the flanks 
frightened away to the swamps of the 
Chickahomitiy, the banks of the Kappa- 
bannock, or to Antietam's bloody fields, 
where erst they were wont to congregate. 


Early on Thursday morning the enemy 


commenced feeling the tines of General 
Meade'a army. 
Skirmishing continued 


raoro or lees severe until -I o'clock in the 
afternoon. 
Suddenly, at about tbia hour, 


tbe enemy opened a terrific lire on the 
Cemotory Hill held by the llth corps on 
the right—center held by the 2d corps,— 
Tho artillery in front of tho enemy's firo 
replied vigorously, and for two hours tho 
roar and tbunder and (lame and smoke of 
artillery, nnd the screech of sheila, so com- 
pletely filled the heavens that all else seem- 
ed foigotten. 


One form, however, with mind intent on 


high purpose*!, stood on an eminence lean- 
ing slightly forward, and with eagle eye 
pierced tbe vail of smoke, and saw and 
tell and knew that an hour more terrible 
by far than the present was coming rapid- 
ly—was even present. It was evident the 
wily commander of the rebel forces had fie 
termined on BOTIO desperate charge, but 
when and in what manner it would be 
made was unknown to the man who stood 
calmly yet with deep solicitude regarding 
every pulsation of the battle. 


On the left, through the woods, black 


masses were seen moving—larger, more 
frequent and nearer I Skirmishing in that 
part of the field becomes sharper. Gen, 
Sickles is ordered forward to develop tho en- 
emy'a intentions. 
The black columns 


come out of the wood and suddenly the 
thunder of artillery ceased, and, with cheers 
and veils, the roar of musketry and flash of 
bayonet, full 50,000 men from Longatreet'a 
and llill'H corps, came rushing against our 
lines. Tho .Id corpa stood firm for a while, 
but afterward gave way beneath tho weight 
of tbe attacking column j and on they came 
ten fold moro furious than before. 


Sickles fell severely wounded in tho leg, 


and his corps was literally cut to pieces. 
The 2d corps wan thrown in tbe breach 
from the right and the 5th from the left. 
The 2d suffered fearfully. 
Hancock receiv- 


ed a painful flesh wound in tho thigh, but 
refused to be led from the field while the 
engagement continued. Here, too, Gen. 
Gibbon wag wounded in the shoulder.— 
The terrible charge and fierce battle raged 
with unabated fury. 
The Qth corps, includ- 


ing tho regulars and the Pennsylvania lie- 
serves, struggled in the herculean labor 
with the determination of men born to con- 
quer in battle. 


The aid of the 12th ccrpa, from the ex- 


treme right, was called for, and a division 
was ordered up, and about tho same time 
Sudgwick came up with the Gth corpa, after 
a ntnrch of :iG consecutive hours. The men 
wore footsore, many without shoes on their 
feet, hungry and weak, ready to drop on 
the road ft am exhaustion. 
When, bow- 


over, the situation Hashed into tho minds 
of tbeso weary soldiers, the fire and x.eal 
for which this corps is BO justly celebrated, 
was kindled anew in their henrta. They 
awaited but the order, and that impatient- 
ly, to be lod against the oueiny. This order 
was given, and, like men fresh from camp, 
they went down upon the haughty foe like 
an avalanche. Tho rebel column stagger- 
ed and reeled, and then fell back in confu- 
sion, Inaving their dead lying against and 
across each other iu tbia field of (slaughter. 


The sun went down, Suddenly as the 


western hills eclipsed his lays the battle 
carnage ceased on the left. 


Equally sudden, a fierce charge dashed 


against the weakened lines of the right 
wing. The suddenness of the attack and 
the weight of Swell's column gave some 
advantage to the enemy. 
Reinforcements, 


however, were promptly up and the enemy 
checked in his advance. 


The rebel general was determined to 


break through the right and gain the cen- 
tral of the valley roacla. The failure to 
turn the left, and the snatching the victory 
from their clutches, hurling their broken 
columns ba'ek defeated and confused on tbe 
left, made their case more desperate, and 
tbe attack on Slocum waa furious even to 
madness. The 1st and Gth corps came up 
promptly to the support of the 12th corps. 
From dark until 9-] o'clock the battle rag- 
ed with unabated fury. The lines moved 
to and fro, each in turn advancing and fall-, 
ing back. At tbis hour of the night the 
enemy made his final charge on the left of 
the right wing, held by Gen. Geary's divi- 
aion. He waa repused with terrible alauoh-

From 
a captured letter wo learn Unit their army 
is trying to shove a portion of their forces 
and their wounded across tbe river.

July 9th, saya intelligence has just been 
received concerning the cnvatry fight of 
yesterday near Hagerstown, with ft piirt of 
Stuart's forces, supported by ini'.mlry, 
which took up a strong posit-jot) i» tbe 
woods south of the town. 
After a deter- 


mined resistance on their part, tbe arrival 
of Buford towards night resulted in u gal- 
lant charge of our men in which tin; f>th 
Michigan distinguished itself particularly, 
upon the grounds occupied by tho rebel iu. 
funtry, driving them from th« woods, Our 
forces occupied the ground first chosen by 
the rebels. We lost from 50 to 100 killed. 
The enemy lost about equnlly, with the 
addition of about 50 prisoners. Gen. Kil- 
patrick, erroneously reported killed, chr,rg 
ed the enemy in position autl drove them 
at least three miles. Ono thousand pris- 
oners passed through Frederick on their 
way to Baltimore to-day ; among them are 
several o[[icera, 


The news from the Upper Potomac is 


more encouraging. 
It ia about certain 


that Lee will be brought to a battle on this 
skje of the river und under great disadvan- 
tages. It is ascertained llmt he has only 
managed to cross hia wounded nnd a purl 
of his Pennsylvania spoils, having so fur 
as ia known no bridge, but a large number 
of boatg. The two armies, at lost accounts, 
were not more than 10 miles apart; Hen. 
Lee's atretching from Hagerstown to Wil- 
Hamaporl, and Meade being upon the 
march from Roonsbero on two ronds to- 
wards him. Our telegraph is already four 
miles beyond Boonaboro, our advance being 
at that place.

1ms shone out upon so many bloody fields. 


Tho New York Herald's correspondent, 


in describing the battle of tbe 1st instant, 
aays: "Gen. Wadsworth'a division was ibe 
first engaged, and Sol. Meredith's old l iron ' 
brigade was tho first to get into action. 
Tho boys walked into tbe fight just as they 
would into a harvest field, and mowed down 
tho ei.omy like grass." On that day our 
uoniptiratively small force engaged was 
overwhelmed by numbers and forced back, 
" Tho Iron Brigade," which waa tho first 
in the fight, was tbe last in the retreat. 


The New York Times' correspondent 


paj'H that " two lines of the enemy, wlo ad- 
vanced against Wadsworth'.s division, wero 
literally crushed, nearly every man being 
killed or wounded, ao accurate was the aim 
of our men — especially of Gen. Sol. Mere- 
dith's brigade of western men."

question of slavery is to be settled by this 
war, we think it ia entirely mistaken.— 
When the war ia over, if ended during Mr. 
Lincoln's term, there will immediately 
arise momentous questions for the consid- 
eration of the people, growing out of the 
condition of the slaves liberated by the war, 
and of those -left still in bondage in the 
border states. The validity of the procla- 
mation of emancipation will be contested 
by the pro-slavery democratic party, north 
and south, and the freedom of even those 
ilaves who have fought in our ranks, or 
who have been employed in the service of 
our armies, will be denied. We apprehend 
that if the war should be immediately 
brought to a close, the slaveholders would 
be more exacting than ever in their 
demands for prot«ction to their institution; 
and from the temper of the democratic 
party it ii apparent that the war haa only 
prepared it to be atill more willing to ser- 
vilely yield to all their demands. 


With these prospects before us it ia far 


.from the truth to say that the mission of 
the republican party is ended. Certainly, 
»ft«r all the sacrifices of the country, in 
its most precious blood, and in the immense 
expenditure of money, it is not to be sup- 
posed the cause of the war—slavery—will 
be allowed to extend its power iu thia 
country. We are quite sure that the re- 
publican party will be as much needed to 
aid in settling questions connected with 
slavery, after the war as previous to it; 
perhaps more so, a» that question will be 
greatly intensified and complicated by the 
rebellion. 


Wa are not willing to trust these matters 


•with the Union pariy which certain con- 
serrative republicans are anxious to form. 
•The leaders of the movement are not very 
sound, their object being not Union, but a 
ihnfHing off of the anti-slavery men of the 
republican party, that they may bid higher 
for the pro-slavery southern vote than the 
democrats, after the rebellion is suppressed.

country, was of tbe moat vital importance. 
Accordingly he took the responsibility of 
falling back southeast of tho town, to the 
commanding hights on both sides of the 
Baltimore pike. 


The troops retired in the face of an over- 


whelming foe with a commendable steadi- 
ness. At times there was a little "waver- 
ing, but nothing even approaching a panic. 
The corps by their conduct on- Wednesday 
and later in the battle are entitled to great 
commendation, and the Chancellorsville 
disgrace is swallowed up by the achieve- 
ments of Gettysburg. 


Gen. Slocum with the 12th,; aud Sickles 


with the 3d corps, came up and took posi- 
tion to the right and left of Howard, on 
the hills.

During the battle in the afternoon, when 


his troops were outnumbered and sorely 
pressed, Gen. Howard sent to Slocum,"who 
was within five miles, to come to his relief.

A FINE REFRIGERATOR, — Those curious 


' or interested in such matters will find at 


Lynch'f meat market, on Milwaukee street, 
. a refrigerator which will repay their exam- 
ination. It was built by Mr; Neltleton, of 
this city, after a style he found in Chicago. 
The ice box, of a ton capacity, is separated 
from the room designed for the meat, and 


' .the whole is surrounded by a chamber of 


pulverized charcoal. Ample provision is 
made for ventilation, and the water from 


. the ice is conducted outside the building. 


The advantage of a separate chamber for 
the meat is coolness without direct contact 
with the ice, and dryness. Its cost, we un- 
dnatand, was $200, and its merits are so 
obvious that we expect to see others of a 
similar character put np iri the city. The 
thermometer in the meat chamber, we are 
told, has been down to 48° in some of the 
hottest days of the season.
